Letters of Intreaty, 

[-tters of Intreaty, are ſuch wherein one requires 
ſome favour or courtelie of a friend , either for him- 
ſelf or for ſome otner. Thoſe take place 1n all ſtates 
and conditions ; there being nv man , though never 
ſo great and poxyerfull , but may at ſometime have 
need of anothers q ſliſtance,or at leaſt may have > OCCa- 
ſion to interccde for ſome friend. 

There be two kinds oi ARTERY? direct and pl: In; 
or indirect and collateral. We uſe the firſt in a thing 
v-hich may honeſtly he olives of a good fricnd ; 
which we mult begin , by an=ffared ſhew of cont- 
dence in his loveand friendſhip: Then make it ap- 
pear unto him how eafily he may-perform what you 
dclire , and 1f nced be, you may direct him how he 
hall do it. And end with a promiſe of being ſenſible 
of the courteſie he ſhall do you.

And finally we 
may promile to remain for ever hound nnto him 
therefore , and that we will endeavour with the firit 
opportunity to requite hs courtehie ; and if we can- 
not hereafter find any way of requiral, we ſhall not- 
withſtanding for cyer retain the remembrance of 
his love fixed in our hearts : and will pray to God 
fo to increaſe his happineſs, as that he may never 
h1ve need of us 11 the fame kind. 
Letters of Recommendation. 

We write Letters of Recommendation ., when 
vie would recommend a Perſon , or ſome affairs of 
h1s unto another. 

In the recommending of a Perſon , we muſt firft

That 
now the time is come wherein you in part may iree 
your ſelf of thoſe obligements wherein you are hound 
to him. and his : and thercfore he need but ſhew you 
wherein,and how you may ſerve him, and he ſhall ind 
you ready to imploy your ſelf , and what you have, 
with all your Credit, to bring him out of trouble and 
ſet him free 

Letters of Complaiit. 

We ſometimes write Letters of Complaint to 
ſuch a one as hath done vs an injury , to make him 
acknowledge his fault, or ro repiove him for his 
ingratitu de. W addons may carry yorr fſclf ſe- 
veral wayes , according to the qu: ality of the perſon, 
and of the offence. If you would mildly complain 
of a friend with whom you interd not to breal:, and 
whoſe offence 15 not grievous, you may do well ro 
mix your complaint with prailes ; and fay you are 
ſorry he hath not fo carried himſelf tow ards you , 
as your friendſhip required : Nevertheleſs you do 
not believe it. proceeded ont of any ill will, for 


yon hold him coo honeſt, to £1Ve offence w iuinelys 


in that you conceive he hath done it through oy 
prition , or hath ſuitered himſelt to be carried awa 
by ſome that owed you nc good will; and / 
fore you are ready to forgive the wrong 1f he will 
but ſeem to be ſorry for it : Anil then he ſhall find 
vou 25 ready as heretofore to do you any courtelis or 
lervice. 

When you have received ſome grievous offence, 
you may bc ſuffered ro complain in a higher itrain, 
but nevertheleſs in ſuch lort » thit you excced wot 
I" exaggeralion , nor Procced not to injurious 

t words 
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words. And you may begin thus 3 that you haye long 
time connived with patience at ſuch things as you 
might juſtly have complained of chufing rather to 
let them paſs under filence, than ſeem to breed 
quarrel ; but ſince he continaes ſuch, and it is feared 
he will be worſe, it 1s high time to ſpeak. Yet he 
hath choſen rather to addrefs himfelt to him, than 
to Complain to a third Man. That you would 
have himſelf to judg (it fo be Paſſion hath not ut- 
terly blinded his judgment ) how much he 13 to 
blame, that you never gave him cauſe to wrong 
you, but have alwayes carried your ſelf as a friend 
towards kim. - He ſhoutd therefore give you ſatis- 
faction for this injury otherwiſe you ſhall detect 
it to all che world. Burt if he will make fitting amends 


for it,you will be willing to foi get it,and ſhall eſteem 
him a friend. 


Letters of Reproof, 

Letters of Reproof are written to an ungratefut 
man who hath requited good with evil. In ſuch a 
caſe, you ought firſt to put him in mind of the conr- 
tclies and pleaſures yon have done him, to oblige 
him, and continue his friendſhip: And uſe ſome 
Ex2ggers Itlon therein if the buſineſs deſerve it; 
©dding thereunto how unwillingly you do it; be- 
ng much againſt your himor, but that yon arc 
forced unto ir through his ingratitude. And there- 
upon you may call his own Conſcience to witneſs 
whether that which you upbraid him with., be 
not true. Then make a ſhort digreſſion , ſhewing 
now Infamous This vice is, and unheſeeming a man 
of credit. Adding how you hoped the remem- 
brance of thole good turns you had done him 1 
F9uld be a ſpur to awake his love; bur that you 

now

now perceive you have ſowen your good deeds upon 
an ungrateful ground, and that all the recompence 
you receive from him is nothing but injuries and out- 
rages, as if you had been mortal enemies, That you 
may pray God to open his eyes, to kt hum know how 
much he hath forgotten kamſelf. 


Letters of Excuſe. 

Letters of Excuſe are for the moſt part in Anſ- 
ver of thoſe of Complaint or Reproof: And they 
may be written divers wayes according as your in- 
tention is either to deny or acknowledge the fault 
which is objeCed to you. If it be a falſhood which 
you intend to deny, you may firſt complain of tra- 
ducing tongues, which have wrongfully accuſed 
yon to your friend. Then ſay (if it be to the purpoſe) 
that you did not think he would have given fo cre- 
dulous an ear nntothem, and that you hope he will 
alſo give way to your juſtification. That you would 
intreat him to believe, Thoſe reports which have 
been made unto him, are meer calumnies which he 
may eaſily perceive by fuch and fuck circumſtances , 
that you value his friendſhip at too high a rate , 
and never had fo much as a thought of offending 
Him : Heſhould therefore expel out of his mind his 
wrong, conceived opinion of you, and hold you 
hereafter to be ( as indeed you are ) his loving and 
faithful Friend. 

Bur if the accuſation be trite and well ground ed, 
we may excuſe our ſelves thus: That every mat 
ſometime hath his failivg, and we are but men, 
and cannot affirm our ſelves exempt from ſuch in- 
firmities as all others are ſubje& unto: That we 
have at this time been overtaken, which we ate 
very ſorry for. But that we repoſe fixch confidence 
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in our friends goodneſs, that we verily believe he 
will Woct” our offeiice ;, that we never had any 
intent to diſtaſte him, or to _ ny thing that might 
offend kim > that we will hereaiter be more cautions 
and feek to repair this fault by all manner of Ser- 
VICE WC IN; il be able to perform. It we have to do 
with ſome great man, whoſe diſpleaſure we fear. 
We muſt lavkers his mercy, and lay the example of 
God betore his cyes, who 1s ready to forgive us 
as ſoon as he ſce; uz touched with repentance. And 
tell him ». this his Clemency will be much for his 
credit , and gain him the love of all men; and that 
the relentment we have of our error » will incitc 
us hereafter to ſerve him with ſo much the more 
alzcrity. 
Letters of Comp! nt of divors hinas. 

Letters of Complaint ſerve to contract friendſhip 
with one; as allo to continue 1t. There are divers 
kinds of them , as Letters of conciliation, of viſits, of 
congratulation , of comfort, of thanktſziving, of ]cit- 
Ing, and the like. 

We write 'Letters of Conciliation to infſinuate 

our ſelves into ſome bodies friendſhip : And ws 
mult begin them with a Declaration of what moved 
us to {cex after to much honour as to be acquain- 
ted with him : and to this end we muſt make men- 
tion of {uch good parts as we have heard him to 
be endowed with, as of his Aﬀability , his Courage) 
Learning, and the like ; uling a prudent Variation Ac- 
COrding to the quality of the perſons we Write tO. 
'Then we may fay . that if he will vouchſafe to re- 
Celve us 4nto his friendſhip, and admic us into the 
number of his friends , he ſhall find us not alroze 
Ther unworthy of it; and upon this occaſion a lite 


tlc boaſt of our owm worth, modeſtly a;.d ſpa-

tjnoly. And conclude with affuring him z that if it be 
OUrL 200d fortune ( IS WC nope It _— ) w » {h1 [1 En- 
deavour Io continue, and increaſe this friendiflip 
with all-manner of Quty and fervice , fo that he ſhall 
never have Occ ao Eeaaks. Hes him of the Honour he 
hath done no 
Letters of Viſit. 

Letters of Vitt ſerve to continue friendſhip 
between men when they are abſent ; and {apply the 
place of viſits, one would afford a friend if he were 
ncer at hand. There you may fay, You have no 
Ireater content than to diſcourſe in writing with 
him, ſecing you are (o far diftant one from the other, 
that you cannot do it by word of mourh 3 that you 
much defire- ro know how he aoth, 3 and if his af- 
fairs ſucceed proſperonſly; and thar not doubring 
but they having the like delire towards you , yoru'l 
ſend him word how it is with you and yours. Thar 
you Lanzuilh with deſire to ſee him as ſoon as poſ- 
{ible may be : that dayes wherein you fee him not , 
ſeem whole years to you , and ycars whole ages , C- 
ſpecially when you receive no Letters from him. 
That you conjvre him to write often, and that he 
ean do you no greater favour , promiſing you will 
do the like to him, and give him more cauſe to com- 
plain of your importunity than of your careleſneſs 
or neglect. And conclude with a protcſtation of jnv1o- 
Iably maintaining & continuing the friendſhip which 
is betwixt you, ſaying that neither diaſtnce of place, 
nor length of time ſhall cancel ie onr of your heart; 
that you hope ro make it appear in deeds more than 
in words , whenſocver it ſhall pleaſe him to make 
trial of you ; and you reſt aſſii?d of the like retura of 
love from him , t9 whom you wiſh all manner of

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3. Letters of Congratulation, 

We write Letters of Congratulation to our 
Friends to rejoice with them for ſome good which 
hath hefallen them : as of ſome Office or Place they 
have been promiſed to, of ſome good luck they 
have had, of being eſcaped out of ſome great dan- 
ger, or recovered of ſome great ſicknels: And by 
reaſon of this great yariety of ſubjects, which re- 
quire every one to be treated of ſeverally, it 1s hard 
to preſcribe any rules as may be fit for them all. On- 
ly we muſt obſerve, that at the firſt we muſt witneſs 
the content we received by our friends good for- 
tune ; ſaying, we take a great delight therein, as if 
It had happened to our ſelves, and that our ancient 
league of friendſhip, or tie of kindred, tics us tor. 
And that it1s not purJoy only, but a publick content, 
when all men ſee good and vertuous men advanced, 
and proſpering. And that which very good reaſon, 
{ecing this good fortune belongeth not ſo much to 
them as to the State which is not unprovided of ſuch 
worthy and capable men. 

Then to ſhew that we have juſt cauſe to rejoyce 
at our friends good happineſs; We will ſhew the 
Excellency and value of this is preferment he hath 
gotten, ſhewing that it is not of the nature of 
thoſe which paſs away in. a moment, byt that he 
thall find the pleaſure and profit of it his whole 
Jife-time : That it is an honqur which will immor- 
talize his name, which hath been ſought after by 
many, but obtained by few ; that it was not caſua]- 
ly conferred upon him through ſome blind favour 
Þur. that it was a price and reward due to his merits. 
Then we may conclude with a wiſh, that this may

If it be to rejoyce with your fricnd for {ome dan- 
gcr elcaped, you may inſert in your Letter that God 
ſaw he was yet uſeful to his Family, and to the Com- 
mon-»ealth, and therefore hath preſerved him for 
their £00d. Or that God who loyed him world not 
inatch him ſuddenly out of theWorld,but hath given 
him further reſpit to provide for his Conſcience. 
Therefore he ſhould reſolve to imploy his life, which 
he hath as1t were newly reccived,io the glory of Him 
Lhat reſtorcd it. 

Leuters of Conſolation. 

Letters of Conſolation ſeem to mitigate evil 
and adverſitics befallen to our friends, which being 
various cannot well have one remedy applyed ro 
them. In general, if the evil which hath bcfallen 
them be not great, you may tcll them they have no 
fuch exceſfive cauſe of forrow, the ſubject not de- 
{erving it: that they ought to ſhew more courage 
and reſolution, and that they wrong their reputa- 
tion by their puſillanimitic. You may intermix 
ſome pleaſant Conceits in your diſcourſe, io you 
be certain that they, to whom you write will nor 
be offended with it. Then you may put them 12 
hope, that this their Adverſlity will not laſt long ; 
That they will ſhortly have 2 happy deliverancezand 
that they ſhall one day rejoyce to think upoa their 
ſaid deliverance out of theſe troubles. But 1t fome 
great diſaſter hath befallen- your friends, you mulc 
Jay, his affliction hath touched you to the quick. 
and that you having ſo great a ſhare in ity are not. 10 
ſitting to comfcrt him as to condo!} with tim : 
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ct {tince your Alliance, Friendſhip z and mutual 
9 :iving bords tie you 10 apply lome Lenitive to 
his axle f.y ou will atfay what you can do,. That you 
will not per Cwade him from grieving , for that will 
{rem a cruel and blame-worthy inhumanity , ha- 
vivo {ſuſtained ſo great a loſs as of a Wite , Husband, 
Fitter or Mother, &c. That it 15 true » he hath cauſe 
Lo weep. eſpecially the wound being ſo green : Bur 
vet howſoever he ſhould moderate his gricf, and

he hath now requited it double, treble, or a hun- 
dred fold. That his conrteſie came very ſcalonable, 
when we had moſt necd of it , that he hath holpen 
us, when we were forſaken , defended us with his 
credit , opened his purſe and rejjieved our wants, 
and expoſed himfelf to hatred and Canger, to 
gct us out of truoble. Thar we wiſh he may never 
be reduced to the ſame ſtraight to have need of us 
apon the like occaſion ; Bur if that ſhould chance 
ro beſal him; he ſhould find we will ſtrain our 
ſelves and our credits tothe uttermoſlt, to teſtife 
how much we reſt bcholding to him.

Letters of mirth and jeſting take place but only 
among familiar friends ; and there can be no cer- 
tain Rules given concerning luch Letters : for, Na- 
ture contributes moſt to it, which if we ſhould go 
about to force or ſtrain, we run into danger of com- 
mitting ſome impertinency. Only we mult have a 
care that our jeſts and conceits be civil, and not 
offenſive to him to whom we write, nor any other ; 
not doing like thoſe undiſcreet Perſons, who ( as 
the Proverb faith) had rather loſe their friends 
than their jeſt. The circumſtance of things we mean 
to make a jeſt of, and of the perſon whom we jelt 
with , will eaſily teach an adviſed man how he 
ought to carry himſelf therein. Here we may alſo 
note, that jeits are not properly the ſubſtance or a 
particular kind of Letters : but as a kind of {alt to 
ſeaſon them withal. 

Afrxt Letters. 

Mixt Letters which treat of ſeveral matters, be 
at of affairs, 6r of complements, are not likewiſe 
a new kind of Letters: but only join together 
ſome of the former. They are the commoneſt of 
all: for we feldom write any Letters upon one 


only ſubject. And Letters concerning affairs ordi- 


narily begin or end with ſome complement. We 
need not therefore hereupon give any particular 
rales : for he that can Pen a plain Letter well, can- 
not fail in the writing of mixt ones: bat the more 
matter he hath, the better will he performwhat he 
goeth about.

Finally, we muſt obſerve, that though the fore- 
mentioned directions chiefly concern thoſe Let- 
ters which are firſt written, without haying been 
inſtigated by any former ones : Yetit is an cafie 
matter to fit them for Letter of Anſwer ; ſo that 
we necd not make a particular treaty thereof. Thoſe 
Letters which we anfwer, preſcribe the matter, and 
nothing is therein required but to ſatisfie every par- 
ticular, ſo far as we can, or wiſdom will permit us. 
In Letters of buſineſs, we muſt not leave any particu- 
jar unan{wered which deſerves an anfwer; In thofe 
of complemetn, there js not alwayes ſo much ex- 
aCtneſs required. It 1s ſufficient, if we write not 
any unbeſeeming, thing, nor violate the I aws of 
friendſhip. | But in all Letters, ſpeed is very com- 
mendable ; for we ſhew we make accompt of him 
we write to, whom we haſten to anſwer his Letters ; 
and one cannot delay the doing of it long without 
raaking a ſhew of contempt or lazineſs. And if the 
nature of the affairs concerning which we are to 
give an anſwer be ſuch, that we cannot ſuddenly re- 
turn one, we may do well not to hold our friend long 
ia {uſpence : but ſend him a word or two to fignifie 
unto him that you will not forget to ſatisfie his re- 
queſt ſo ſoon as poſlibly you can. And if you 
will anſwer a Letter in which is contained ſome 
thing which is offenſive or diſtaſtful to you ; You 
may do well to deferr the anſwer a while, as well

When we write to perſons of quality, we uſe to 
leave a great diſtance between the body of theLetter 
andthe Subſcription ; the body of the Letter alwaies 
uſing ro end with myLord, or Sir;Madamzor Miftreſs 
1n a line apart, diſtant a mean ſpace from that which 
precedes. Otherwiſe we teave not ſo mach neither 
11 one nor the other. 

When thoſe who are of kin write to one 2nother, 
the greater doth well to expreſs the degree ofKindred 
in the beginning of his Letters, but he that 1s of the 
meaner quality, muſt be content to fpecifte it in the 
Subſcription. 

Beſide the Subſcription, we uſe to ſet down the 
Date, containing, the place from which you write, 
wich the day and year wherein you write.

5. A Letter of Conſolation to 4 Laay upon the death 
of her Husband. 
LEY Mornfieur Auuray. 

Madam, 
JD thinking on your Victory, ard intended to 
write to you upon that ſubject, when the news 
came to me of my Lords deceaſe. Truly the news 
did much aſtoniſh me, and I know not wherher this 
loſs hath not cauſed more alteration in my mind 
than in your houſe. In ſuch a condition where 
mine aſtoniſhment takes away my freedom of difſ- 
courſe, 1 ought from thence to take a firm reſolu- 
tion, and am ſorry to imploy my Pen upon the 
reſentment of this misfortune, which I had deſtj- 
ned for the good ſucceſs of this buſineſs of fo 
great concernment, where Juſtice hath ſhaken hands 
with truth, rather than with the power of your 
adverſe party. After this inconſtancy of Fortune 
what can I {ay unto you, only that we muſt be 
diſhdent of its and ſeck to flun the means of its 
Tyrannic even in the midſt of its fawnings and 
treaties of Peace. Her kifles are alwayescontagi- 
015, and the fruits ſhe vields, and which charm 
the ſight, oftentimes bring poyſon along with 
them. Accuſe not Heaven in this, as if it bore a 
particular hatred againſt you; this deadly aud de- 
piorable miſhap, hath ia our days been ſeen to befal, 
a+ ut Crone the world, when the loſs of 2 
Monarch 
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Monarch who could have been wiſhed never to 
have aycd, carried mourning into the very heart of 
joy, and ended the Feaſts, and Triumphs of a 
flouriſhing State with the fears of a Tragedie, 
whoſe horrour 1s not yet forgotten. This 1s not 
the firft time the Sun hath been overtaken with a 
tempeſt, and that the ſame day hath ſcen the Earth 
in danger of burning, and of a deluge. Pleatures laſt 
but a while, their beginning and ending arc in a 
moment. The fame hour hath ſeen Emperors 
raiſed to a Throne, and Iying in the duſt ; misfor- 
tunes takes their original from Pleaſures, and often- 
times ill fortune is the Daughter of an excellent 
Mother. And if we will believe the Fable ; when 
the Gods could not make one compoſition of joy 
and ſadneſs, they ſet them in the call of one ano- 
ther : ſo that a calm preſeges a ſtorm, and anexceſs 
of perfect health, is a Prognoſtick of a great fick- 
neſs. Itis an old truth, for which we are behol- 
ingto ſome curious mens obſervation ; That the 
very ſame motions of the Muſcles and Nerves 
cauſing men both to lavgh and weep, do mark up- 
on his viſage annoys and contents. Although all 
days be Brothers, yer you fee but few like one 
another, and therefore the laſt day muſt be the 
Soveraign Judge of the life, and give the Sentence 
of good orevil. The manner after which we are 
born, doth not ſeem to give us a taſt of continual 
Pleaſures upon Earth, they are waters which al- 
wayes run, yctare ever very pure. We find tares 
amidſt flowres, and many times Poyſons are mixed 
with things neceſſary for mans ſubſiſtance 3 thorns 
and Plants which ber Poyſon, bloſſom as well 
as the xeſt - and we find dangerous ones, very ike 


hoſe that are S2Jutiferous, as it were prrpotely ro 
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deceive us. No man breathes, but at his: firſt 
coming into the Wo TIC, and never a Hiſtor 
makes mention cf any more than one man, that 
came laughing out Or his Mot hers Womb. Doubt- 
lets 2Lure can beſtow no worlſer a gift upon us, 
thzn 2 long life, and can do us no greater Courte- 
ſie, tha n to take us quickly out of a place, from 
ar" Wren all the Elc ments ſcek to drive us out. Hea- 
ven it ſelf hath made three parts of the Earth 
inhabita ow for us by reaſon of the exceſlive 
eat and coid of the Zor CS, The Seca Itcales a 
great deal from us, thovgh its theits be not fo 
well Known unto us, and : all this 15 but to make man 
'4 10W, that hc ovpht eliewhere to ſeek a place 
leſs {ubject to Changes. We have icen both 


- Iv) W; and wretched men, cut oft the thred of 


k-1r life, to hinder the changes of Fortune, Wit- 
els thoſe drinks ſo carefully preſerved in ſome 
Citcs; where there was Judges, made a purpoſe 
tO give Poyſon to thoſe whom their miſeries cbl}- 
ged to ſeek after death. 1 have obſerved ſome 
tht have ſhed tears upon Infants Cradles, and re- 
joyced at their Fnnerals, and over their Graves. 
T hey need no Comforters, for the very thought 
of thoſe adyerſities man is ſubje&t to, cauſed 
them to he be bet ter conteated with their laſt; than 
vith their firſt & And 1 proteſs, I will ap- 
prove of tha þ anc icnt Cuſtom which regulated 
the mourning of 2##iftcd Perions, agreed Reaſon 
with Piety 3 giving them liber ty to figh, and 
preſcribing the ma tine to ccale, and return to their 
tormer condition, wherein grief - had ſeized 

them. 
Tos leflon 1s fo well known, namely, thar we 
axe born todye, and vs hay lo many, and 10 
; krequen; 
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frequent examples thereof, that. he would be 
cſteemed a Mad-man , who ſhould think himſelf 
to be immortal. But when I conſider that we 
muſt ſleep, if we will live, and that reſt is not leſs 
neceflary than food ; I find it moſt ſtrange, that 
Life cannot {ubfiſt without the Brother of Death. 
Theſe are Laws to which our conditions are ſubject, 
and which ought to bea comfort to us, ſeeing they 
are every where inviolably obſerved. Ir is an eaſe 
matter to overcome grief , againſt which , pa- 
tience never takes up Arms, but it overcomes It. 
This vertue ſhines more in ſuffering , than in refiſt- 
Ing 3 and 1:s ſtrength confiſts, in acquictcing to an 
evil which we cannot withſtand. It hath cauſed 
{ometimes a dew to be found in the midſt of fear, 
and hata born the Souls of Saints through a torrent 
of Torments. Ir can give a fair outſide to bondage, 
and draw comfort out oi the ruins of Families , and 
ſeek fruits of Life, even in the very boſome of 
Death. Nevertheleſs, 1 will not deny but this was 
an incomparable miſchance, and that the death of 
my Lord your Husband, even half laid you 1a the 
Grave : Your grief 1s juſt , and it is the leaſt thing 
your Soul can do, to diſcharge its ſorrow by the 
tears of the Eycs, cauſing its ſervants to mourn 
for fo great loſs. But I muſt likewiſe believe that 
having fatished the firſt Reſentments of nature, 
you will renounce the benefit of the Law , which 
grants Women a year to mourn for their Hus- 
bands. Truly I fee not any fo, but 1 attribute 
the violence of their extaſie - to their ordinary 
weaxneſs , and it were a great cruelty to forbid 
them that eaſe of mind Which is fo habitual to 


them ; for as the rain appeaſcs the wind , fo TINY 
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do calm our Sizhs. But when I again conſider how 
your body only participates of your Sex ; and that 
one may obſerve ſuch Reſolutions 1n you as may 
ſhame rhe greateſt courages, I may juſtly boaſt of 
having found that Woman of Valour which the 
Scripturemakes ſo hard a task of finding. One ſhoulq 
much wrong your conſtancy to offer-1t Weapons, 
Thoſe who know you , will let you alone, knowing 
you willovercome in the fight , and that grief is not 
able to give you any wounds ,* for which you cannot 
find preſent remedies. Your vertues whica are all 
Corcial , and predominate, will quell fortunes in- 
ſolency » and make it a flave to your will. Why 
ſhouldI lie ? if you were leſs vertuous, this long ſc- 
paration might have filled your ſoul with trouble ,and 
much diſordered your humours. But you know that 
afflictions are of {everal taſtes, as the Red waters of 
Foypt , which ſeemed moſt pleaſant to Gods people, 
and were very hurtfull ro their Enemies : fo that your 
patience-in bearing what Heaven inflicts upon you, 1s 
an aſſured ſign of its. love towards you. Though 
honours and pleaſures may raiſe us to a degree of E- 
Minency , which may cauſe us envy , yet they are not 
the ſureſt way to the habiration of glory ; we can- 
not ſo caſily diſcoyer Heaven in a Country full of 
Mountains , as in a plain and Champion place z and 
delights are like Clonds , which cauſe night at mid- 
day. He that had his ſight reſtored him by the 
gall of a Fiſh, and he that dyed with taſting a little 
Hony , may be ſufficient proofs to us of this truth. 
Bat my fear of troubling you with tediouſnefs cau- 
ſeth meto abſtain , and bury in ſilence thoſe many 
examples , I could produce out of Scripture » how
